SiR^—There no longer exists on our p a n any obstacle 
to the entire accomplislii.nent of the treaty concluded on the 
4th of July, 1S31, between F'rauce and the United States. 
The project of law relative to the indeinitie.s reciprocally 
stipulated hy that treaty, after having successfully passed 
the two Chamhers, has received the royal sanction. 
I say on our part; for every tiling now depeiid.s on the 
United States: it belongs to tlieni to remove the only obsta­ 
cle that .still snhsisl.s. 
By virtue of a danse inserted in 
Art. 1st by the ( ’Iminlier of Deputie.s, the French Govern­ 
ment must defer making the payments agreed upon, until 
.th at of the United States shall have explained the true 
meaning and real purport of divers passages inserted hy 
the President of the Union in his IVlessage, at the opening 
of the last session of Congress, and at which all France at 
the first asfxict, was justly ofi’ended. 
The Government having discovered nothing in th.it 
clause at variance with its own sentiments, or ilie course 
which it had intended to pursue, the project of law’, thus 
amended on llie 18th of April by the ChamlKa- of Hepti- 
f;es, was carried on the the 27th to the Chamber of Peers. 
I herewith annex the expose which accompanied it. T hat 
liociiinent will show you, in a few words, in what light we 
consider the re.spective positions of the two comitries.

also annex the report of the committee, presented to the 
Chandler of Peers, on the 5th of June. 
You will thereby 
see how far that House concurred in the opinion of the 
Chamber of Deputies. 
M r l ivingstoii has left Paris, wiihoiit waiting for the 
.ote of the Chamber of Peers, leaving Mr Barton as 
Charge d ’Affaires. 
T he letter hy which he accredited 
him to the French Government, is of the 28tli of April.— 
Y ou will find a copy of it subjoined. 
In H note dated 27ih Mr Livingston assigns as the cause 
^f his departure, the silence observed by the French gov- 
trnment in relation to a previous note o f the 18th, in which 
that Minister, agreeably to orders from his Government, 
demanded the explanation of an expression made use of by 
Mr. Serrurier in a note he passed to Mr Forsyth at the 
time he left. 
That explanation, sir, we will show our­ 
selves very willing to furnish, if it should be asked 
for 
again, waen we ourselves shall have received those which 
we have a right to expect. 
Annexed are copies ol the two notes o f the 18th and 
27th. 
On the 25th, Mr Livingston had addressed to me a 
third note of great length, in wliirj',^ V.h'.Ui ne forbears 
marked allusion m ine amendment introduced by the 
Chatnhe." of Deputies, lie fully enters into its principle 
and probable consequences, as you may ascertain by read­ 
ing that paper. 
As long at the amendipent was hut a sim­ 
ple project, the initiutive of wliicli did not even lielong to 
the Government, I thought pro|>er to abstain from eiilcr- 
tug into any controversy on this subject xvith the Minister 
of”a loreign Government. 
Nowjthat tliat project has be­ 
come a law liy the concurrence of the two Clianihers 
and the saaclion of the King, it is my duty to justify it 
against objections which are utterly groundless. 
I slniii first recall a few facts. 
T h e project of a law relative to the execution of the 
'realv signed on the 4th of July, 1831, had been present- 


nieiit introduced by tiie (Jtiaiiilier ot Iteputies has pointed out 
to th e (to v erm iieiit; such is tlie; course w hich the Goverii- 
ineiit intended to have pursued, even if the law liad not m ade 
it their duty.

“ Should the President,” he ob.serves, “ <lo an ofllcial I'xccn- 
tive act affecting a foreign pow er, or use exceptionnhle lan­ 
guage in atldressing it, through his Minister, or through theirs ; 
should a law be passed injurious to the dignity of another n a­ 
tion, in all these, and other sim ilar cases, a dem and for ex- 
planatiun woiilil be respectfully received, and answ ered in tlic 
inuniier that justice, and a regard tw the dignity ot the c o m ­ 
plaining iiHliun, would require.” 
Hut he maiiuaiiis that these princi|iies, the wisdom 
is evident, are not ajipliciible to an act by whicli the Pre 
solo n;presentalive of Hie nation tow ards foreign pow ers 
to Congress an acconui of the situation of foreign relations. 
“ T h e utm ost fieedom ,” says .Mr l.ivingston,—“ the utm ost 
freedom Ifom all restrain t in the details into w hich he is oblig­ 
ed to enter, of inlernutional co n atrn s, and ol the nica.iiires in 
relat on to them , is essential to the proper perfoniiaiioe of t'lls 
im p o rtan t part ofhis function.s 
He m ust exercise them witli- 
oul having cuntiiiually before him the fear ot offen<iii‘g the sus- 
cejitibility of the pow'ers w hose conduct he is obliged to no ­ 
tice.” 
“ W ere any foreign p ow ers,” continued Mr Livingston, “ per­ 
m itted to scan the coinm unicaiions of the Executive, llieir 
com plaints, wlieth r real or affected, would Involve the coun­ 
try in continual controversies ; for the right being adm itted, it 
w ould be a duty to exercise it, by dem anding a disavow al of 
every phrase t ley m ight deem offensive, and an e xplanation o( 
every word to w hich au im p ro p er interpretation could be giv­ 
en. T h e principle, therefore, has been adopted, th a t no foreign 
pow er has a right to ask for explanations of any thing th a t the 
President, in the execution of his functions, thinks pro p er to 
commimicftte u> Congress, or of any course he m ay advise 
th e m to pursue.” 
W e cannot, sir, adm it such a principle ; w e cannot adm it it, 
at least w ithout condition or limit, in au absolute, general and 
jiereinptory sense.

It does not depend upon a nation from the m ere fact o f its 
having adopted such or such a form o ftiu v ern m en t, to acquire 
w ith regard to foreign pow ers, m ore rights th.ui it would have 
had, or to arrogate to itself other rights than these which it 
would have enjoyed under any other form of guvenim eut. 
N ations are free to chouse, w ithout any cuiistruint, 
the G overnm ent they please— precisely for this rea­ 
son, and under this condition, that such a choice con­ 
cerns them exclusively, and that w h atev er that choice 
m ay be, it cannot atTect the rights or injure the legiti­ 
m ate interests o f other nations.

'I’lio impression prodiu ed hy the |>erusal of the Message 
was deep. 
It vva.s so in France, in Ennqs*, and even in 
the United .States; the debates in (^mgre.ss and public iio- 
toiiety sufficiently prove the fact.
